School Report. 


To THE CITIZENS OF NEW LONDON: 


The school year just closed has been one of marked success. 
Nine different teachers have been employed, all but one haying had 
previous experience in teaching. In four of the schools there has 
been no change of teachers throughout the year, and'in the Hill 
Division the same teacher has been retained for eight successive terms. 

Our request last spring for a larger appropriation was most gen- 
erously responded to. We appreciate the confidence shown to us, 
and it has been our purpose to expend judiciously the money placed 
in our hands. In each of the six schools there have been three terms 
of nine weeks each. This is three weeks more than was hadin any 
of the schools the preceding year. 

In accordance with a law passed the last session of the legisla- 
ture, John D. Pingree was appointed truant officer. The result of 
the enumeration made by himis as follows: Number of boys in 
town between the ages of five and sixteen years, sixty-four; number 
of girls, fifty-four. 

Your committee secured the services of Mrs. F. H. Keil to give 
one lesson in music a week in each school during the fall and winter 
term, the teachers giving a little time every day to the work. The 
results have been very satisfactory. The children entered upon and 
have continued the work with commendable zeal. The teachers 
have labored faithfully. Your committee believe the work in music 
is bringing a good return for the amount invested. 

In the spring we introduced Tarbell’s Language Lessons, and in 
the fall we added to our text books the American Book Co’s Series of 
Physiologies. Both series are simple and practical, and good work 
has been done in them. , 

Our report would not be just or complete withouta tribute to 
our teachers. We believe that our schools have never been in 
charge of a nobler corps of teachers than those who have been with 
us the past year. Well equipped for work, conscientious and faith- 
ful, their influence upon their pupils cannot but be lasting. They 
have our sincere thariks, and we believe it is largely due them that 
our schools stand on a higher level today than they have ever stood 
before.
